URGENT NEED OF LEGISLATION FOR THE 
RELIEF OF FEDERAL COURTS. 


The Bill Prepared by the House Judiciary 
Committee — Senater Teller’s Return— 
Senator Hisqpek’s Hurried Departure for 
Indianapolis—The Warrant for Ben Hop- 
kins’ Parden—Bond Offerings. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., January 2.—Although 
the urgent need of legislation to expedite the 
final decision of causes in the United States 
courts is admitted by everybody and is de- 
manded by the bench, the bar and the busi- 
ness public throughout the country, itis very 
probable that the present Congress will ex- 
pire, as ite predecessors have, without doing 
ite duty in that respect. The Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the House, early in the first session 
of this Congress, prepared a bill to relieve the 
Supreme Court of the United States of the 
steady accumulation of appealed cases by a 
reorganization of the judicial system upon 
the basis of a bill submitted to Congress by At- 
torney -General Garland, when a Senator, which 
was based upon the bill introduced by Senator 
David Davis of Lilinois. This measure pro- 
posed to give the District Courts the entire 
jurisdiction now exercised by the Oirouit 
Courts, except im casesof writs of habeas 
corpus, mandamus and prohibition, and to 
increase the number of Circuit Judges by the 
‘appointment of nine additional Judges; and 
that each Ofreuit Court shall consist of one 
Circuit Justice and two Oircuit Judges. These 
courts wereto sitin appeals from all final

UNIFORM MARRIAGE LAWS. 


Gov. Hirt of New York in his annual 
message to the Legislature goes outside of 
purely State questions and offers sugges- 
tions on matters of a national character. 

One suggestion refers to an amendment 
tothe Constitution making the term of 
the President longer, rendering him inel- 
igible for a second term and constituting 
him at the close of his term a member for 
life of the United States Senate. Another 
suggestion refers to the question of eleo- 
toral reform, and a third brings up the 
much-discussed evil of the conflict of laws 
in the different States on the subject of 
marriage and divorce. 

On this last subject Gov. HILL’s sugges- 
tion is wise and eminently practical. He 
is to be commended for taking the initia- 
tive in a movement which, if started, can 
not fail to reach beneficial results. He 
recommends that the New York Legis- 
lature take some action looking to a con- 
ference of representatives of all the States 
to consider the best method of securing 
uniform marriage and divoroe laws.

Louis, 
about twenty-five in number. They are some 
ot the best known young society people in 8t. 
Louis and among them are several young 
ladies who are acknowledged belles in the 
highest circles in the city.

v& VERY MILD WINTER. 

“Never since cattie have been ranging in the 
country north of the Platte has such a mild 
winter been known, nor one so favorable to 
the development of the range stock. Instead 
of the usual biizzards, the weather has been 
as mild as October, scarcely any snow has 
fallen and graés is more abundant than it has 
been for years. The contrast between 
the cattie as they looked this year 
and as they appeared at the same 


season in the winter of 1887-88 is startling. 
Then they were thin, weak, and generally in 
a wretched condition, now they are as fat as 
they usually are in May; The losses have not 
been worth counting, and when they go to the 
market they will we gh from 180 to unds 

a head more than the average. This is true of 
ail the ranges from Central Colorado north. 
In Southern Colorado and Northern New 
Mexico the condition of affairs is 
by no favorable. The grass 
erop in district was short 
last year, and thousands of cattle bave had to 
be moved. During the fall there was great 
anxiety among the New Mexico ranges lest the 
Colorado cattle should be driven there, ag the 
ranges, already poor openg® in grass, would 
have been eaten “ays are by any large 
accession of stock. But the Colorado raue 
ers behayed n. They did not try to 
invade New Mexico ut sent their surplus 
cattie to the Indian Territory aod the Panhan- 
die of Texas, where they have 
been doing admirably and will show 

up in market nearly, though not 
quite, as heavy as the Northern stock. As far 
as weight and condition go, the present year 
promises to -the best the stockwen have 
ever known.’’ 

THE CATTLE MARKET. 

How about prices, Mr. Andrews!“ 

„That is another question, and, as to its 
future, it is very difficult to prophesy. Last 
summer we were ali in high spirits, as the 
prices rose about 25 per eent, and we thought 
that the end of our troubles had at last come. 
But the advance did not continue 
more than six weeks, and was tol- 
lowed by a reign ot lower prices 
there ever were known before. The cause 
of this is generally ascribed to the heavy ship- 
ments, which were larger at Chicago than any 
ever known. In a single day in last Novem- 
ber 20,000 head were received in Chicago. The 
rush of stock to the market os me not so mach 
from the large owners as from the holders of 
small herds, and especially from the farmers, 
who have been raising a few cattle in addition 
to their principal occupation, that of agricul- 
ture. These men,generally with small Capital 
and large families, have become disc: uraged, 
and are rushing their cattle into market with 
all possible speed, anxious to get rid of their 
stock at any price. This, of course bas de- 

pe the market, and itis hoped that when 

have disposed of their huldings a revival 
will take place. But in my opinion the G@hi- 
cago beef packers are solely responsible for 
the depressed condition of business. This 
subject has been worn threadbare, and I will 
only say that within a very few years the 
arrival of 80,000 cattle a ay in Chicago will be 
no unusual occurrence, while there will be no 
other place where cattle can be sold at any 
price. 
CAUSE OF LOW PRICES. 

‘I do not regard the packing houses as 
responsibiefor all the trouble’’ said W. A. 
Lane, a large cattie owner of Medicine Bow, 
Wyo., who is stopping at the Southern, debut 
rather the general insolvency of the cattle- 
men. Several years. ago, when everything 
was booming, they branched out tremendous- 
ly, and borrowed money right and left. 
These debts have to be paid, and in order to 
meet them the stock men have to 
raise money, no matter what it may cost. 
When the advance in price of last summer and 
fall took place, everyone gathered all the 
salable cattle on the ranges and rushed them 
to market. The natural consequence was a 
giut that was unprecedented and a corre- 
sponding fall in prices. The fact is that all 
the ranches are now in the process of liquida- 
tion, and until this is completed no great 
change can be looked for. But when once the 
debts are paied off, which mee | take several 

ears, the same necessities for immediate sale 
g 111 not exist, and better prices may be looked 
or.’

LONDON’S FAMOUS TOWER, 


What a Knowing Visitor May See and Learn 
if He Keeps His Eyes and Ears Open, 


From the London Echo. 

To describe the Tower of London in detail is 
absolutely unnecesgsary—it is too well known 
as a whole, but there are interesting little 
tacts not generally realiged dy the public, 
and there are nooks usually unvisited, It was 
my good fortune on a recent day to g0 
carefully around this grand old pile withe 


special order from Gen. Milman, the 
resident Governor. Passing by the Traitors’ 
Gate, I went into the Bloody Tower, in a room 
in which I found myself standing on the very 
spot wherein were imprisoned the two little 
Princes, and from the window of which cen- 
turies after Archbishop Laud leaned out to 
bless Lord Strafford as he passed to dea 2 
upon the scaffold just" beyond. An old, old 
room this, full of historie interest, and now 
inhabited by one of the picturesquely attired 
beef-euters. St. John’s Church, one of the 
oldest Norman churches in the kingdom, 
bu.lt in 1087, is too weil known to require de- 
scription, sol wii ace on to the arwory de- 
partments, where 1 saw Lord Wolseley going 
round on an evident business inspection. 

In ing down a stairease in this White 
tower, wherein is kept this armor, and in 
which is placed a stand of 50,000 modern rifles, 
I noticed the enormous thickness of the spren- 
did walls, and on inquiring I was informed 
that they were fifteen feet in depth. Beneath 
the White Tower are the dungeons, which are 
never shown to the general public. Here is 
an eternal twilight, a musty smell, an icy 
chilliness. The urst ode, pure Norman in its 
architecture, is called the Torture Chamber, 
for here were stretehed upon the rack the 
miserable’ victims of political necessity or 
religious bigotry. in 4 very narrow 
passage leading out of this great 
chamber, and which is Known by the name 
of Little Ease, because in it a prigonor could 
neither sit nor ie down, was wearily impris- 
oned the misguided Guy Fawkes. In the 
— dark dungeon beyond, which has no 

ooring but the damp, cold earth, were once 
imprisoned 300 Jews, who in the thirteenth 
century were suspected of the crime of 
— pink coin. A dreadful piace this, and 

ideously suggestive of the undreamed of 
— of these good old days of rine 
The door—an old oak one, fron boun and 
immensely strong—shut off these poor 
wretches from all communication with the 
outer world. 

In this du ngeon, or series of dungeons, was 
recently discovered a very deep well, into 
which we fearfully peeped. From the dun- 
geon to the church Is but a short step; in the 
old days the journey was usually made from 
the latter to the former. 8t. Peter“ dates 
from 1272; itis full of the saddest, tenderest 
interest; within its dingy walls and beneath 
ite historic pavements there lie the bodies of 
three of England’s Queens. Ruskin finely 
says of this church that it is the saddest 
spot in Christendom, for here are buried in 
dishonor the greatest in the land, while at 
Westminster Abby they are buried in 
honor, a most touching and suggestive con- 
trast. Most ofthe beautiful brasses were re- 
moved in Cromwell's time. 

I was deeply interested to hear that in re- 
palates the chancel in 1877 there was discoy- 
ered the body of Anne Boleyn, which 
recognized by the historically tiny neck, Bea 
by the fact that the body lay just in the spot 
described in the burial registry; also were 
discovered the bones of a big ian, which de- 
longed beyond doubt to the ill- fated Duke of 
Monmouth.

THE LIVES OF FOREIGNERS AT PORT-AU- 
PRINCE IN DANGER. 


Gen. Legitime Threatens to Shoot 500 if 
Necessary — The American Consulate 
Crowded With Befugees — Hippotyte 
Marching on the Haytien Capital—Gen, 
Contreras’ Opinion of the Situation—Lat- 
est News. 


New Tonk, January 2.—A special to the 
Mail and Express from Port-au-Pprince, dated 
dated December 81, says: ‘‘Articles in the 
Haytien newspapers contain furious threats 
against Mr. Thompson, Minister of he United 
States to Hayti. Many Americans have been 
arrested, both men and women. The Ameri- 
can Consulate is filled with refugees. Hyp- 
polite’s army is marching on this city (Port- 
au-Prince. I interviewed Legitime to-day, 
and he said he would show no clemency to 
foreigners who interfere in Haytien politics. 
Legitime stated to me that he would ‘shoot 500 
if necessary.’ The excitement here is in- 
teuse. Americans at Port-au-Prince are in 
danger of their Ives. 


Gen. Contreras’ Opinicn. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DiIsratcu. 

New York, January %.—Gen. Oontreras 
would not believe all he reports published 
yesterday regarding the condition of: the 
North of Hayti, despite their sources. ‘‘Gen. 
Hippolyte, he said, ‘‘cannot have so many 
troops. When Gen. Thelemaque marched to 
Port-au-Prince with 10,000 men he had almost 
the entire fighting population of the North 
with him. Haytien soldiers are not faithful 
without money. Hence, at the expiration of 
three weeks, half of Thelemaque’s soldiers 
had deserted him, carrying with 
them their arms, which they sold 
for money. Hippolyte, therefore, cannot 
have fortified St. Marc so strongly. La Chap- 
pele, Marchand, Desallines, Mirebuiais, La 
Cobas and Valiere have been taken and we 
can easily capture Mole St. Nicolas. What 
then remains? Practically only Cape Hay- 
tien. Then Gen. Anselm Prophet of Legiti- 
me’s army will cut off communications with 
San Domingo and Gens. Pequant and Rosa 
will take positions on the south and east sides 
of the city and make communication with the 
interior impossible. The other seaports being 
in the hands of Legitime the gunboats 
will be able to preclude any commerce by 
sea. Thecape might pesaiy hold out for a 
year, Dut ee, no longer. I think. that 
the revolution will be practically at an end in 
one month. The people of the country have 
gone into the townsto joia Hippolyte, and 
consequently they are not raising vegetables 
and necessary products as in times of peace, 
Hippolyte has now possession of less than 
one-sixth of the entire Republic and his terri- 
tory is being rapidly lessened.’ 

A merchant who has lived ia the country of 
Hayti and held a prominent position says that 
if i is true that the forces ot Legitime have 
been defeated at St. Marc, there will be no 
difficulty on the part of Hippolyte’ s army 
marching in a northeastern direction in the 
rear of Gen. Legitime’s troops and making his 
return to Port-au-Prince an utter impossibil- 
ity. He also thought that the North would 
eventually win. 

About the only ene to subdne the forces of 
Hippolyte, he added, ‘‘is to starve them 
out. This, however, is not possible; in fact, 
there is not tne slightest chance of doing 80, 
because the North adjoins San Sen. Hips »which 
is undoubtedly favorable to Gen. H Soeree: 
Goods have been smuggied across border 
into Hayti and will desmuggled as — as the 
war lasts. The North — sides, great ad- 
vantages in the formation of the country. 
Their troops can descend upon the South by 
the narrow passes, an advantage which the 
Southern forces do not have. They are prob- 
ably mn in that direction now.

SELECTING A PHKACTICE TANK FOR 
HARVARD ROWING CLUB. 


How the Crew Will Work in Ite Extremely 
Limited Course—Sam Walker Whips Jim 
Lyddy in Six Rounds With Skin-Tight 
Gloves—Sporting News and Notes—Base 
Ball News and Gossip. 


By Telegraph to the Po#r-DisPpatcu. 

Boston, Mass., January 2.—Most of the 
Christmas recess, which endsto-day, has been 
used by the officers of the Harvard Boat Club 
in finding a suitable location for a rowing 
tank. The corporation said it might be in the 
old gympasium, but it was found that the cost 
of altering and heating the building would be 
too great. Next the old drill shed back 
of Oollege House was thought of, but 
the expense there was also very large. 
The old building on Holmesfield, formerly oc - 
cupied by the Hasty Pudding Club, bas been 
finally selected and work in getting it ready 
was begun yesterday afternoon. The building 
is hardly large enough, being only about fifty 
feet long on the inside, but there is an old 
wooden barge in the boat-house less than 
furty-seven feet long, which will go inside of 
it. The basement of the building is to be used 
and three of the walls will make sides for the 
tank. A brick wall about three feet high will 
be built for the front side. The floor will be 
made of brick laid im cement and 
covered with a thin coat of Port- 
land cement. The tank will be very much in 
design likethe one at Yale. It will measure 
about 50 by 2 feet and will contain about 
twenty-eight inches of water. The boat will 
float in the middle aud will be fastened at each 
end. Downthe middle underneath the boat 
there will bea plank partition to divide the 
tank. In the middle of each halfthereis also 
to bea partition extended only a portion of 
the length ofthe tank. By this arrangement 
when a strok® is taken the oars will make the 
in each half of the tank run 
around in the form of an eclipse with 
its longer axis parallel to the 
boat. This current of water makes catching 
the water with the oars very mucb like catch- 
ing it — a boat isin motion. To decrease 
the essure the blades of the oars will prob- 
ably > out out a little. Some minor details 
are yet to be agreed upon, but it is hoped that 
all will be finished within a week. Taking 
advantage of the mild weather, Capt. Finlay 
has had those candidates for the’ varsity crew, 
who bave remained in Cambridge during the 
recess, out upon the water every day, thus 
giving them valuable practice.
